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LECTURE XV. 
We have as the subject of our lecture to-night, 
the countries of Great Britain and Ireland. 
As to the earty history of these countries, we 
know very little; with them it is just as is the 
ease with France, Spain, and other countries of 
Western Europe. We know thet when the Ro- 
mans came in contact with them, they were al 
ready popalews, tos considersbie extent, as popu- 
lous as oncivilized countries, very poorly culti- 
vated, could be. As te the original inhabitants, 
however, we know very little ; we are certain of 
one fact im regard te them, however, and that is 
that they were Celtic in their origin, tor the most 
part—that ic, the population of Ragland, Seot- 
land, jes and Ireland. That fact is undoubt- 
edly settled, and it has been ascertained by lan- 
geage; the inbabitents of the South part of Scot- 
land were Celts, and those in the highlands were 
probably Celtic or Gaelic. Still, there were 
meny people in whe were of Scandine- 
vian origin; the islands immediately North of it, 
and those on the West, also, were inhabited, as 
far as we can ascertain, by Scandinavians; there 
were most intimate relations between Scotland 
and Deomark aad Norway, fore long period, and 
the Governments of these countries were fre- 
quently related by marriage. The commerce 
between them, also, was considerable. Judging, 
therefore, from many points of resemblance, end 
from the fect that Scotland and Scandinavie are 
siteated is the same parallel of latitude, and only 
& short distance apart, it is reasonable to suppose 
that many parte of Scotland were originally set 
tied by people from Scandimavia. Races siways 
emigrate within the same parallels of le":tade or 
early so; Greece was colonized by Poenicia, 
Italy by Greece, and Praace and Spain by the 
Romans. The same is the case in our own coun- 
try, with respect te the emngratien from East to 
West; you will find lowa and Wisconsin « coun- 
terpart ef Connecticut and New York, Onio re- 
sembles Pennsylvania, and Kentucky and Mis 
sour! are nearly the same as Virginia, so that the 
whoig West is « representation of the East, as 
regards general character. So it is all the world 
emigrations must go on within the same 
paraliels of jatitede. I suppose that Europe was 
colonized by tribes from Asia, who went West- 
wari in nearly « direct line, as @ genera! thing. 
Contimaing the theory, England and Wales mast 
have received their Celtic inhabitests from 
nce and Spain, and from these latter coun- 
tries, also, they reached the Western side of ire 
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earliest tomes, resembles that of the French Br- 
tons se closely, that the fact setties the questior 
he origia of the form: °, and it is now univer 
sally accredited, | belewe, that they were Celtic 

As another matter of interest in the early his 
tery of Great Britam, we suppose as a settiec 
port, that the Carthagenians traded with the 
country after having passed through the Stra: 
of Gibraltar, aod probably, aise, the Pheaicians 
reached Engiand betere them. 

After tne Carthagenians, we come down to the 
time of Roman acquaimtance with Great Britau 
and ireland, aed then the authentic histery o 
these countries begins. The Romans came is 
coutact with them from the circumstance the 
whes the former were engaged in conquering the 
Gauls, that tribe was assisted by the Britons 
erefore, whee the Komans had conquerec 
France, they crowed over to England to chas 
tase the Britons for thei interference is the cou- 
test. Julius Cwsar landed in the South-Westerr 
coast of England im the year 55 before Christ 
and fought several battles with the Celts, pene 
trating inte the country to some extent; be 
tured, however, and for nearly a hundred years 
the Celts remained unmolested. At the end o 
that fume, the Romans sent out another expedi 
then, and several successive ones, and they con 
quered nearly the whole of Engiand; they toot 
possession of some parts of Ireiand, also, but they 
did not conquer Scotland. With the Scots they 
found great difficulty, and eo much treubied e 
they with that people aad the Picts, that they 
erected two extensive walls across the country 
lo defend themeecives against their incursions.— 
one, however, were of little use, and when the 
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Romas Empire begac to decline, they were obi

eursion, and yet the true faith of Christ triumpb- 
od over all—beving gained three complete vic- 

tories in England. At the end of that time, 
however, it was much edulterated, and had lost 

a vast deal of its vitality ; for Rome had adopted 

the principle of accommodation, and Christianity 

was wonderfully accommodated te many errors 
of the Northmen. 

Upon the arrival and victory ef William the 
Conqueror, he effected great changes in Rogland 
—he divided up the lands of hie new kingdom 
among his principal followers, as | said before, 
and to this day, you wil! fed in England many 
persons who are lineally descended from his 
great captains. | was once in the neighborhood 
of the city of York, and | went from it four or 

'¢ miles into the country to visit a gentleman 

with whom I had an acquaintance. During my 
stay, be told me that the piace upon which he 
lived—a large and beautifuliy coltivated farm— 

bad come down to him through tus family, from 
the time of William the Conqueror; he ssid, 
moreover, that he kad documents in his posses. 

sion to © this—deedse which established the 
fact beyond doubt. That family had existed 

and could be traced im « direct line, for eight 
hundred years, and the gentiemaa informed me 
that there were many other such cases in Eng- 
land. Such a case as | have just mentioned 
certainly a very remarkable on-. 

William introduced many other changes inte 
Britain, and so numerous were bis soldiers and 
their families, who came over afterwards, that 
they infused a very strong Norman element inte 
British society; it affected the language to « 
qreat extent, and some of William's successors 
would heve gladly superseded the Saxon lan 
quage entirely, and established upon its ruins the 
Norman French—in spite of their efforts, how- 
ever, that change did not take place. Still, it 
had so much influence upon it, that the English 
was rendered a double language, an effect some- 
times found very curious; a man who undertakes 
te translate from English into French, finds him 
self obliged to abridge and contract, and con 
versely, a person who renders French into Eng 
lish, ie necessitated toexpand. That is because 
the French is not « double language, as the Eng 
lish is; the latter is composed of Saxon and La 
tin, or more directly, of Saxon and Norman. 

Now since the time of William of Normandy, 
England bes had, I think, thirty-six sovereigns 
or if you include William as well as Mary, ie 
their joint reign, there have been thirty-seven. 
According to the mode in which the E 
average those monarchs, you wil! fod that there 
nave been seven or eight classes, or roys! lines 
aret were the Norman Kings, namely: William 
the Conqueror, or the First of that name ; Wii-

AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 
CONCLUDED. 

The statistics of the raw materials consumed 
and wasted in the production of every crop, and 
in the food of every anime! kept on the farm, 
deserve to be studied with peculiar care. Few 
appreciate the immense joss sustained by first 
impoverishing erable lands, and then cultivating 
them in wheat, cotton, corn, grass, and other 
crops, with a poor return for the labor bestowed. 
In a national point of view, it is susceptible of 
demonstraten that ail labor which impairs the 
natural productiveness of the earth is worse 
than thrown away, no matter what the price 
paid for the products of such labor. We should 
ever bear in mind that the continued f.uitfulness 
of the soil ie above all price. 

It may net be amiss to inquire what amount 


of the elements of bread and meat, cotton, to- 


bacco, and other crops, is annually extracted 
from the surface of the earth in this country, 





and never restored to the fields whence it was 
taken. In answer to circulars issued from the 
Patent Office, several gentlemen at the South 
It | have stated that, to supply slaves on plantations 


with bread, including old and young, require 
from 18 te 13 of corn each & year-— 
Taking thirteen bushels as the average consump- 
tion, of the 22,090,000 of people in the United 
States, of breadstuffs, and the aggregate is 2° - 
000 000 bushels per annum.

give the skillfal agriculturist. We have reson 
te beliewe that one pisnter realizes twice the 
benefit from thie exceedingly valuable fertilizer 
that is obtained by another. Similar remarks 
will apply te the manure derived from the ¢°*" 
sumption of 100 or 1,000 bushels of corn, where 
the whele matter voided is carefully preserved 
from toss. 

The essential fects pertaining to the feeding 
both of p'ants and animals, are permitted to re- 
main in lamentable obscurity. Why should a 
farmer, who bas « quaatity of stable or yard 
manure to haul to a distant field, be compelled 
to cacry out eighty five loads of simple water in 
every one hundred of this valuable fertiliser? It 
is rare indeed that barnyard manure contains 
less than eighty per cent. of water, and it often 
has eighty-eight per cent. Is there no way to 
avoid this obvious loss of labor? As one hun- 
dred pounds of guanc (the dung of sea-birds,) 
frequently produce five hundred of corn,or three 
hundred of wheat, why may not similar ¢le- 
ments of crops, in the excretion of ali domestic 
animals, be alike concentrated, and drilled in 
with the seed, or scattered broadcast over the 
land? Why throw awey more solid, hard work 
on 100,000,000 acres, than all the mechanics and 
manufacturers in the country perform, in an at 
tempt es foolish as te carry freight in knapsacks, 
and travel on foot in competition with modern 
railroads? If one hundred pounds of the best 
guano is better to augment a crop of grain than 
a like weight of common loan, or stable manure, 
there must bee reason why this is co. What is 
this reason? Wecan only give a few hints; and 
in the first place, let the reader consider well the 
fact, that ia one bundred pounds of wheat there 
are ninety five of the elements of water and char- 
e called carbon. 

Now, wheat plants are not wholly dependent 
on the mould in the soil for carbon and the ele 
ments of water; and the farmer should take ed- 
vantage of this fxet. The other five parts in one 
hundred of wheat being organized nitrogen, and 
the incormbustibie part of the seed, are less abun 
dant, in an ®& able condition; and these leck 
ing ingredients must be supplied by the bus 
bandman. Of these elements guane really con- 
tains, when pure, and the dung ef pigeons aleo 
contains more than any other product of nature. 
Hence when estimated in pounds, the dry execre- 
ments of birds are more valuable than those of 
cattle, or man even, although the man, the ox 
and the bird may each consume corn or wheat.
